LONDON, Dec. 16.--(CP)—Rus- 
sia has abandoned co-education in 
favor of seperate schools for boys 
and girls, according to an announce- 
ment in Soviet War News 

Prof. M Tsuzmer, prominent 
Soviet educationist, said that co- 
education had been implemented to 
overcome as quickly as possible the 
social inequality of the sexes root- 
ed in centuries 

“We now face a new and no less 
important task,” he continued. “It 
is above all to strengthen our prim 
ary social unit, the socialist family 
on the basis of full development of 
characteristics of masculinity and 
femininity in the fathers and moth- 
heads of the family with 


ers as 
equal rights

fathers and manly fighters for the
